Bill will finally get through or not. 
The Rivers and Harbors Approprfation 
Bill, to which the Nicaragua Bill is 
attached as a rider is still in conference 
and when the conference adjourned to- 
| night no decision had been reached. 
There is a straight-out deadlock over 
the canal amendment, the three House 
conferées standing against any canal 
bill, and the Senate conferees, Sena- 
tors Frye, Elkins and White, standing 
for ii, and declaring if the canal bill . 
is not kept on there. will be no appro- 
priations for rivers and harbors this 
year. -

Twenty-seven Burnsites Swear 


Mexican Mine-grabber Made Quite a 
Speech—Numerous items of State 
Expense Passed Upon by the As- 
sembly—Other Legisiation.

SACRAMENTO, March 2.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Dan Burns thrown 
down the gauntlet to the Republicans 
of the State and declared that there 
shall be a caucus or no Senator shall be 
elected. 

His men are standing by him on the 
proposition, though some of them are 
believed to be doing so unwillingly, and 
on the shouHllers of this man must rest 
henceforth the respohsibility for any 
failure to send another representative 
from California to the upper branch 
of-the United States Congress. It is a 
condition which the people of the State, 
‘the people Who demand that they and 
not bosses shall rule, must consider. | 
A caucus of the Burnsites was held 
in the Supreme Court room during the 
noon recess, lasting until nearly 1:30 
o'clock. Burns and Maj. McLaughlin. 
and twenty-seven Burns legislators 
were present, while Guy Barham, Ed 
Conrey and others of the colonel’s lieu- 
tenants lingered around the corridors. . 
The feature of the meeting was an 
address by Burns himself, and those 
who heard it marveled at the richness 
and abundance of the colonel’s English. 
His tropes and. metaphors were of the 
rarémt descriptiof® and his flig ite of 
fancy were longer than woulu 
around his race track. 

“T «was perfectly astonished at his 
oratory,” Assemblyman Dibble told a 
fellow-member afterv‘ard. “He ought 
to go upon the stump.” 

“We think now we not only have a 
worker but a talker,’’ Senator Eddie 
Wolf told the Times correspondent, ex- 
ultantly. 

The caucus organized with Grove L. 
Johnson in the chair and Sénator Wolf 
as secretary. The discussion was gen- 
eral, in fact it would be easier to name 
those who did. not’ speak than those 
who did. The sentiment of the meet- 
ing was unanimous that the Burns men 
had alviays been willing to go into cau- 
cus, with sixty members present, fifty 
or forty-three, or any other number 
constituting a majority; that the Re- 
publicans have always nominated a 
Senator: by caucus, and Burns is en- 
titled to the same privilege. 

BURNS EXACTS A PLEDGE. 

After this old straw had 
thrashed over to the satisfactfon of 
everybody’ there, the colone! himself 
mounted the floor to assert his right, 
to lead them. He made a twenty-min- 
ute speech, in which he declared that 
the traditions and usages of the Re- 
publican party called for a caucus, and

One of the foremost and best of the 
Burns men. who does not wish his name 
mentioned, talking with the Times 
correspondent, said that no matter 
what might be said by the press, this 
is the first pledge asked by Burns of 
his followers, and that’ they will abide 
by it. The legislator asserted that a 
majority of the members, if left free 
to their own devices, would fator a 
would 
sign even as it is. If not, they must 
bear the odiun?f of the failure to elect 
a Senator and refusal to abide by the 
customs of their party. 

UNBREAKABLE DEADLOCK. 

Asked if he at ea really think that 
the action of yesterday’ s conference, in 
adjourning. me was a decision 
the majority against a. caucus, he 
frankly admitted | that such was the 
virtual effect of it. Asked if Col. Burns 
had not more thar oncé declared that 


‘he would abide by the decision of the 


majority of the party, he answered

caucus, and being still further pressed. 
finally admitted that the probable re- 
sult of yesterday’s and today’s meet- 
ings is an unbreakable deadlock.

LOUBET NEVER SMILES. 


Calm and Dignified and No One 
‘Knows His Opinions About Dreyfus. 


{New York Journal:] E. Emile Lou- 
bet, the man who has just been made 
the Chief Executive of the French re- 
public, is the personification of the 
phlegmatic provincial bourgeois. Calm 
in demeanor,, his speech colorless, his 
countenance stern, his gestures few and 
stiff, he has not a single characteristic 
of ihe proverbially voleanic French 
Yegistator. He never smiles and his 
manner is always formal and dignified. 

The new President of France is 60 
years old but he does not look over 40. 
He is neither tall nor small, neither 
portly nor thin. In the French Senate 
he is not famed for eloquence but for 
ogee, unyielding obstinacy. For this 


‘te has been noted throughout his pub- 


lic career. Immensely popular with his 
bourgeois constituents he rose rapidly 
from a lawyer with a small practice 
in Montelimar to be Mayor of the town, 
and from Mayor to member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, to which he was 


| elected without opposition. 


M. Loubet is a Republican to the core, 
and he was one of the stanchest lead- 


ers in the Republican faction of thee 


Chamber for more than a decade. He 
has been a Senator since 1885. A close 
friend of President Carnot, he was com- 
missioned during the crisis of 1888, 
when M. de Freycinet resigned his 
Premiership, to reconstruet the Cabinet. 
M. Loubet himself accepted the port- 
folio of the Interior, but was forced to 
retire by an adverse vote during the 
Panama scandals. 

_Intensely democratic, with an innate 
love for truth and justice, M. Loubet’s 
sympathies are with the workingmen 
of France. On account of his fairness 
and his unbiased judgment he is ever 
in demand as an arbitrator between 
employers and employés, and many a 


‘strike has been averted through his 


meciation. 

M. Loubet will, in accordance with 
the Constitution adopted in 1875, be at 
the head of the French government for 
seven years, when he may be reélected. 
“What his attitude omthe Dreyfus af- 
feir v-ill be no one knows. He has kept 
his opinions to himself. The radical 
supporters of the army are displeased 


_beeause he is not a pronvuunced anti- 


revisionist. The friends of Dreyfus 
have never had a word of support from 
him and d» not know what to expect.

DESTINY OF UNITED STATES TO BE 
A GREAT CIVILIZER. 


Best Nations Equipped 
for Colenization—Duaty to Take 
Charge of Barbaric People. 
Spain Should Haye Been Evicted 
and Made to Pay Indemnity,

ALEXANDRIA (Egypt,) March 2.—[By At- 
‘lantic Cable. Copyright, 1899, by the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Cecil Rhodes, who, in the eyes 
of most Englishmen, is the incarnation of the 
imperialistic policy, holds views concerning 
the future of the United States even more 
far-reaching than most American imperial- 
ists have broached. Mr. Rhodes, in conver- 
sation with a representative of the Associated 
Press on board the steamer Hapsburg on 
the Mediterranean, by which he came to 
Egypt in the interest of the Cape to Cairo 
Railroad.and Telegraph, predicted most con- 
fidently that within a century the United. 


“| States would have advanced the work begun 


in the evacuation of Cuba until it controlled 
all of the American Hemisphere except Can- 
ada. The substance of the conversation is 
reproduced witheut absolute verbal accuracy. 

Mr. Rhodes expressed adiniration of the 
‘work already done in Cuba, and predicted 
that it-would be carried on in the Philippines. . 
The United States he considered one of the 
nations best equipped for colonizations,, and 
repeatedly exclaimed: are taking. to. it, 
like mother’s milk, apparently with the great- 
est delight.’’ 

He inquired what were the arguments of 
the opponents of imperialism in the United 
States, and ye ager that they seemed to

Decision of Lower Court Affirmed by 
Supreme Court.

The letter adds: “The rumbling from 
Lookout Mountain increases hourly in 
volume. Voicanic action, which un- 
doubtedly has already commenced, is 
momentarily expected to become vis- 
iblé to the terror-stricken inhabitatts 
of the valley. Thousands of dollars 
worth of property and a number of 
lives are said to be in danger.”

Fox Mining Case So Decided by the 

Supreme Court.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Mareh 1.—{Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] “Fresecit is pe-

‘ating $19,000 toward the monument to 


Capt. W. O'Neill of the Rough Riders, 
killed near Santiago, for the memorial 
is to be erected on the Plaza in this 
city, mear the spe: where the soldier 
said his words of farewell to his 
friends and neighbors before departure 
on the Cuban campaign.

If Goldwaker’s bill for the removal 
of the Territorial penitentiary to Fres- 
cott passes the Legislature, the new 
site of the institution will be the Miller 
farm, within a short walk of the center 
and em..racing several 
hundred acres of excellent valley land. 
Near at hand is a very mountain of 
granite, well adapted for building pur- 
poses. From this material it is pro- 
posed that the convicts shall build their 
own new quarters. 

Within a short time work is to be 
commenced north of Prescot: on a very 
important change in the line of the 
Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix Rail- 
way. This road is one of the most sub- 
stantially constructed of any in the 
West. It has one section where the 
line drops from a high plaxeau through 
a mountain amphitheater into Lime- 
stone Cafion that is a joy to the tourist 
and a nightmare to the railway’s oper- 
ating department. The scenery is mag- 
nificent. beyond expression. For sev- 
eral miles the grade is 150 feet »o the 
mile, the roac curving around the 
mountain side or crossing ,immense 
trestles in the most picturesque man- 
ner. But this is to be changed. Thé 
road's engineering corps, under Chief 
Engineer W. A. Drake, has been work- 
ing for years over the problem and has 
at last found a feasible route whereby 
the grades of Limestone Cafion may be 
avoided. The new stretch road is 
designed to leave the present route a 
short distance south of Ash Fork, and 
though it will cut the maximum grades 
fully 50 per cent., its construction will 
make the railway even shorter than at

DEPARTMENT -STORES DRIVING 
MANY MEN FROM BUSINESS. 


Industrial Conditions in Chieage, 
Dehver, Kansas City and Other. 
Citles—Real Estate Markets and 
General Industrial Conditions in 
an tnhealthy State. 


P. W. Croake, an whe has 
just returned from a month's visit to 


former home, Chicago,.gives some 


interesting information as to the con- 
ditions now prevailing in the “Middle 
West, particular attention being paid 
to the department-store question. 

A few days were spent in Denver 
which, he says, is still commercially 
in statu quo, it having not yet fully 
recovered from the bursting of -its 
boom in '93. “Denver is ahead of Los 
Angeles in the number and character 
of its business buildings, hut the same 
can hardly be said in the matter of 
handsome ‘residences. The rows on 
rows of brick and stone dwellings ap- 
pear bleak and uninviting to a Cali- 
fornian. Wooden houses may no longer 
be erected within the city limits, ang 
this makes it a difficult matter for t 
ordinary individual to look forwa 
with any degree of confidence to the 
time when he may be possessor of the 
home in which he lives. Rents in Den- . 
ver are about the same as in Los Ane \ 
gelés.”’ 

During Mr. Croake’s stay in the Cap- 
ital City, he says, the Colorado Legis- 
lature—a majority of which is composed 
of members of the allied trades coun- 
cils—awere endeavoring to find some 
satisfactory solution of the department- 
store problem, which is greatly agitat- 
ing the people of that State.. One level- 
headed legislator, probably struck the 
keynote of the whole question when, 
in opposing attempted remedial legis- 
lation, he said that the department 
store is evidently desired by a major- 
ity of the people, otherwise, as they 
(the people) have the antidote in their 
own hands—non-patronage—they would 
quickly and easily drive such stores out 
of existence. 

“But it is in the greater city, Chi- 
cago, that one begins to more fully re- 
alize the changed conditions these mod- 
ern combinations of brains and capi- 
tal: have wrought. It _is said that 
nearly forty thousand smalit—retait 
dealers have been forced out of bust- 
ness within the past feay years as a 
result of this competition. Not far from 
fifty thousand girls are employed in 
the department stores of Chicago, and 
many of these are so young that they 
are obliged daily to attend the schoots, 
established for their benefit within the 
very buildings in which they are em- 
ployed. These youngsters receive $1 
and upward a week, while the larger 
girls and young ladies earn as much 
as $2, $3 and $4. The mer, of course, 
are paid somewhat better salaries, but 
hardly sufficient, they assert, to per- 
mit them to look forward, complacently, 
to the prospect of assuming matrimo- . 
nial responsibilities. 

“All of these large emporiums (which 
by the way, sell anything and every- 
thing except stocks, bonds and real es- 
tate,) employ principally female help, — 
less than a fourth the total number of 
their employés being of the sterner 
sex. In Siegel, Cooper & Co’s. establish~- 
ment, for instance (said to be the larg- 
est department store in America,) 
where about three thousand hands are 
employed, less than five hundred men 
are carried on the pay roll. This firm 
occupies a nine-story building, cover- 
ing one whole square. The Fair, with 
2000 employés, has not ower four hun- 
dred men. and so proportionately of 
the other immense concérns. 

Chicago has not yet recovered from 
the effects of the speculative building 
fever which the World’s Fair gave rise 
to, and there-~is practically no sale for 
real estate, except central business 
property; elsewhere, throughout. the 
city, property values today are less 
than 60 per cent. of what they. were 


_in 1890; meanwhile, the population has 


increased nearly 100 per cent. A similar 
decline has taken place in the earn- 
ing capacity of buildings, which, from 
8 and 9 per cent., has fallen to 3 and 
4. Loans are being made on central 
property as low as 3% per cent. 

“The trusts, for which Chicago is 
rapidly becoming the central organiz- 
ing point, are beginning to cut a prom- 
inent figure in the industrial life of the 
city. They already include almost every 
line of endeavor, and  only_ persons 
blessed with large financial backing can 
hope to obtain a permanent foothold 
in the business world there. A bread 
trust and a milk trust have recently 
heen perfected, and will probably serve 
as fair examples of the workings of 
this method of concentration, in its 
effect on the workingman. In each of 
the cases cited the wages of the opera- 
tives were lowered, and an average 
of twenty-five per cent. of their number 
were forced to seek other fields of em-~ 
ployment. 

“The intense cold prevailing this win- 
ter throughout the Middle West has 
had a decided effect in emphasizing 
the advantages of living in a less bar- 
barous climate: it must. in time, cause 
a large emigration to our own favored 
section. A single instance may give an 
idea of the rigors of this cold season. 
On February 8, fully a thousand people 
from points north and northeast of 
there passed through Kansas City on 
their way to the warmer regions of the 
south: a majority of these travelers 
were home-seekers, intent only on find- 
ine a new location in a more temperate 
zone. 

“Kansas City is now of course enjoy- 
ing comparative prosperity and is di-

OUR DELEGATION'S DUTY. 

Under the instructions of the Re- 
publican County Convention, held in 
this city in September last, the legis- 
lative delegates from Los Angeles 
are in duty bound to vote for a Sen- 
atorial candidate: from Southern Cal- 
ifornia until “he shall be elected.” 
‘Each member of the delegation came 
before the convention and _ publicly 
pledged himself to abide by the terms 
of the platform—subscribing not to 
one, two or three of its planks, but to 
all of them. This is the rule in all 
_conventions and there was no de- 
parture from the rule in this instance. | 

Later on the platform was amended 
to the extent that the legislators from 
this county were instructed to vote for 
Robert N. Bulla, but that resolution 
Was separate and distinct from the 
one instructing for a candidate from 
Southern California. Pressing the lat- 
ter itsructions to the limit and be- 
yond the bounds of reason, a majority 
of the delegation has, for almost .two 
months, been voting daily (Sundays 
excepted) for Mr.’ Bulla. On Wednes- 
day last, in face of their pledges and 
instructions, five members of the dele- 
gation from Los Angeles county, 
Messrs. Bulla, Conrey, Melick, Miller 
and Valentine, cast their votes for 
Gen. W. H. L. Barnes, a candidate 
from the city of San Francisco. How 
these five gentlemexa reconcile their 
action with the instructions given 
them and agreed to has not been ex- 
plained for the reason that it is im- 
possible of explanation, except on the 
ground that as their original candi- 
date could not be elected, they refuse 
to play further in the Southern Cali- 
fornia yard. 

The Republicans of Los Angeles 
county, however, will hardly be satis- 
fied with so lame an excuse. The 
platform formulated by their repre- 
sentatives in convention assembled ° 
Was adopted by a unanimous vote, 
and they have a right to demand that 
their servants. in the Legislature 
shall live up to all its provisions and 
their pledges, otherwise platforms 
mean nothing and candidates’ pledges 
are like piecrust in that they are 
made to be broken. 

The sentiment in Los Angeles 
favorable to a Senator from the south 
is as strong today as it was on the 
day that these legislative nominees 
took the pledge to vote for sucha 
candidate, and while it may be possi- 
ble that there are a few persons, more 
or less, who have been actually in 
favor of Mr. Bulla, and while it may 
be unwise and narrow to insist upon 
a Senator from the south, none of 
- these facts excuse our legislators for 
violating their pledges and in disre- 
garding the plain letter of the in- 
etructions given them by the conven- 
tion which made their election pos- 
sible. Let it be understood that THE 
Times is not here discussing candi- 
dates, whether they come from the 
north or the south—that is another 
story—the point we make is that the 
Los Angeles county delegation in the 
Legislature is solemnly pledged to a 
Southern Galifornia candidate, and to 
break that pledge is either an act of 
cowardice‘ or political dishonesty, or 
both. 

Ulysses S. Grant had every fight to 
expect that when the Los Angeles 
legislators broke away from Bulla 
they would go to him, in fact, some of 
the men now voting for other candi- 
dates have more than once promised 
to vote for Mr. Grant, but certainly 
there are other men in the south—Mr. 
Bard for instance—to whom these 
members could have thrown their 
votes without subjecting themse've; 
to criticism and without violating 
their pledges. As Mr. Grant has at- 
all times been the leading candidate 
in ‘the balloting, and as he will fitly 
represent California in the Senate of | 
the United States, however, the per- | 
sistency of the men in the Legislature 
from this county looks like spite work, 
pure and simple, or else that their ac- 
tion is for an ulterior purpose.

__._THE LIQUOR LICENSE QUESTION. 
perplexing question is presented 
to the City Council for solution, in 
the drafting of a new ordinance for 
the regulation of the liquor business. 
On the one hand is the petition of the 
saloonskeepers, asking that the mid- 
night and Sunday-elosing provisions 
of the present law be repealed. On 
the other hand are the recommenda- 
tions of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, embodying the suggestions of 
Mayor Eaton. These suggestions, in 
brief, contemplate (1) the imposition 
of a uniform license of $50 per month 


-upon all persons, firms or corpora- 


tions’ engaged in the sale of liquors, 
whether it be by wholesale or retail, 
including all restaurants: which serve 
liquors with meals; (2) the imposi- 
tion of $10 per month in addition to 
the regular license of $50 per month, 
upon all places which sell liquor after 
midnight (providing the’Sunday and 
midnight-closing ordinance is re- 
pealed,) and $10 per month more for 
keeping open on Sunday; (3) the clos- 
ing of all back-door and_ side-door 


entrances to saloons or other places 


where liquors are sold, allowing only. 
one entrance to any saloon or other 
place which pays a liquor license. 
These suggestions of the Mayor will 
go to the Council on Monday night 
with the indorsement of the Board of 
Police Commissioners. ~The Council 
will find the problem not altogether 
an easy one to solve, and the whole 


subject should be given the most 


careful and earnest consideration, in. 
order that the best interests of the 
public may be subserved, and that 
the least possible injustice may be 
done to individuals and legitimate 
business enterprises, 

AS THE TIMES has already said, the 
recommendations of the Mayor ap- 
pear to have been well-considered, and 
there is no doubt that if adopted they 
would do away with many serious 
abuses, while they would at the rg.me 
time serve -to add materially to the 
revenues derived by the city from the 
sale of wines and liquors. That the 
plan recommended by the Mayor 
would work an injustice in some 
cases—especially to restaurant-keepers 
who serve liquors to their patrons in- 
cidentally, as desired, is obvious. 
There are, as has been stated, a num- 
ber of such restaurants in the city, 
the proprietors of which do not trans- 
act a large enough business to war- 
rant their paying a liquor license of 
$50 per month. The proposed law 
would undoubtedly be rather severe 
on restaurants of this kind, and 
would subject their proprietors and 
patrons to more or less inconvenience 
and vexation. But it is quite possi- 
ble—and, indeed, upon reflection it 
appears probable—that the incon- 
venience to which a few, compara- 
tively, would be subjected, would be 
more than counterbalanced by the 
good which the proposed law would 
effect. 

At aH events, the Council will be 
expected to give the whole subject 
careful and thorough consideration. 
With that body now rests the deter- 
mination of the questions involved. 
The matter should be handled with 
due deliberation, as becomes its im- 
portance. The public will await the 


outcome with the keenest of interest:

Demolins -is apparently founded on 
methods of education, which he saw 
were remarkably successful in a pri- 
vate-school of rural England. In that 
school all formalism and routine were 
abolished. Little attention was given 
to books; students were led to learn 
everything by experiment and~ con- 
tact with things. The teachers sus- 
the relation of companion 
rather than teachers to the students. 
When. the courses of study were 
finished, the students were prepared to 
undertake whatever business they 
might select for their life work. They 
were, however, especially fitted for a 
business career requiring self-reliance, 

Taking this plan as a_ basis, M., 
Demolins holds, in his new book, that 
schools should be located, not in cities, 
but in the country, and adjacent to 
woods, or a river, or lake, and ‘open 
fields. Connected with them, there } 
should be several acreg.of land. Pupils | 
and teachers should live together, | 
and if the teachers are married, the 
wives should also be teachers. Both 
should participate, not only in all 
studies, but in all sports and occupa- 
tions. Descending to details, M.” 
Demolins says: 

“As for the studies, the all-impor- 
tant principle should be no work ex- 
No prep- 
aration of lessons, no thought about 
the work, should engage the attention 
of the students outside of these hours. 
The system to be pursued in the class- 
rooms should be this: First of all 
the teacher examines the pupils in the 
lessons of the previdus day. After 
this review, as thorough as _ possible, 
the next lesson is explained: The ex- 
position is at once followed by ques- 
tions from the teachers, the object be- 
ing to determine how far the pupils 
have assimilated the lesson. Misunder- 
standing is thus removed, and where 


‘Tiecessary supplementary explanations 


are made. This examination over, the 
pupils are to write a resumé of what 
they have learned, and the teacher is 
to read and correct these fhotes, an- 
swer questions, etc. This completes 
the lesson, and nothing more is to be 
done on the subject during the day.” 

Being a practical as well as a 
theoretical reformer, M. Demolins has 
established, near Paris, a school based | 
upon his ideas, which are certainly 
worthy of consideration, as a contri- 
bution to «the science: of education, 
the study of which, in earnest, has 
only commenced during the past ‘few 


their zealous advocacy of the cause 
to which they stand committed, too 
often overlook certain material and 
important facts which are of a nature 
not exactly calculated to support their 
favorite contentions. One of the facts 
of this nature, too often overlooked, is 
the fact that in the majority of cases 
where woman suffrage has been given 
a fair trial, its complete success has 
been thwarted by the indifference of 
the women themselves. Where the 
privilege of voting has been granted, 
only a small percentage of the women 
entitled to vote have availed them- 
selves of the privilege. This has not, 
it is quite true, been the invariable 
rule, but it has been the predominat- 
ing rule, to su@i an extent as to raise 
a fair question as to whether women 
really desire the franchise, and 
whether they would use it intelli- 
gently—or would, in fact, use it at 
all—in case it were given to them 
freely and without restriction. 
The New York Association Opposed 
to the Extension of the Suffrage to 
Women has been. at some pains to 
ascertain the extent to which women 
avail themselves’ of the right to vote 
where such right has been accorded 
them. Almost without exception, it 
is found that women are very lax in 
availing themselves of the right of 
suffrage in those States where they 
are allowed to wote. In the State of 
New York, for instance, women are 
allowed to vote at all school elections, 
yet less than 2 per cent. of them take 
advantage of the privilege. There is 
seldom a large attendance of women 
at school meetings, unless some ques- 
tion of unusual interest is presented. 
The number of women in Chicago 
entitled to vote at school elections is 
more than two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand. Of these, there were registered, 
in 1894, 29,815, and of this number less 
than 80 per cent. voted. In 1896 the 
number registered fell to 5636, and of 
this number only about 50 per cent. 
the privilege of 
voting. The number registered in 
1898 was.1488, and of this number 


about 75 per cent. cast their ballots 


-for the candidates of their choice. 

In Cuyahoga county, O., in 1895, 
5831 women registered, of whom 4945 
voted; in 1896, 2728 registered, and-

TO PREVENT PNEUMONIA. 
Discovery of a Serum by a German 
to Check Diseasc. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, March 2.—A dispatch 
to the World from Berlin says that 
Prof. Wasserman, one of Prof. 
Koch’s eblest pupils, is believed to have 
discovered a new serum for the cure 
of pneumonia. 

He inoculated rabbits with the pneu- 
mococcus bacillus, which is: generally 
believed to cause pneumonia, and with 
the serum thus gained, he inoculated 


} mice suffering from pneumonia. 


A subsequent series of experiments 


| showed that it was in the red marrow 


of the bones that the antitoxine is 
produced. and that red marrow taken 
from a human corpse after death from 
pneumonia and used as a serum will 
cure mice infected with the disease. 

Accordingly, it is hoped that this 
serum will have the same satisfactory 
results in human beings.

Health Officer Powers has Sent to 
the United States Marine Hospital Bu- 
reau at Washington an official state- 
ment of the smallpox conditions in this 
city since the first case of the disease 
was discovered. 

The grand jury made its report yes- 
terday and passed out of existence. 
The document consisted of forty-four 
typewritten pages, and represented 
several months of labor on the part of 
the jurors; and the numerous experts 
employed to examine the books of the 

The re- 
port described in large part the ma- 
chinery of county government, and 
made a few suggestions for its im- 
provement, but apart from that all the 
offices were reported as being con- 
ducted in a proper manneér. An excep- 
tion was made in the case of the Cor- 
oner’s office, and the trustees of the 
Whittier Reform School received a 
rating for the extravagance of their 
ideas as outlined in the ‘majority re- 
port. The grand jury also unequivo- 
cally condemned the reporters’ rveom 
in the City Prison as being detrimental 
to that secrecy for which the police au- 
thorities so urgently contended a short 
time ago, and which the grand jury 
hdélds to be proper, although contrary 
to law. 

A certificate of probable cause was 
issued yesterday in the case of Harry 
Clark, under life sentence for Wong 
Sing Hay’s murder. The _ defendant 
will now rest in the County Jail until 
upon his 
case. 

George Bolden, the colored man on 
trial for assault with intent to commit 
murder upon C. W. Boettcher, was 
found guilty yesterday of only simple 
assault, and was sentenced to ninety 
days in the County Jail. 

A Mexican named W. Coronado was 
yesterday arrested by Constable Lopez 
on an old complaint for battery, but it 
is probable that ultimately the charge 
of murder will be placed against his 
name. A man named Ramon Buellena. 
died from the effects of wounds in- 
fiicted. in a drunken brawl, which took 
place at a Calabasas dance over a year 
ago. Several of the parties were ar- 
rested for battery, and one served time 
in the County Jail. Coronado was 
wanted also on the battery charge, but 
he eluded the officers until yesterday. .

EXPECTED OPPOSITION TO MAYOR 
EATON’S SALOON PLANS, 


Division of Sentiment on the Sub- 

Jject—Investigation of the City 
Mospital—Dr. Powers’s Official 
Smallpox Report to the Govern- 
ment — Property-owners Assume 
a Contract. 


Speculation as to what the City 
Council will do with reference to the 
recommendations of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, as to the regulation of 
the retail liquor business of the city, 
fis being indulged in, not enly by those 
who are vitally interested in the mat- 
ter, but by nearly all the city officials, 
whether they have any connection with 
the Council or not. That was about 
the only general subject of conversa- 
tion in and about the City Hall yester- 


. day, and interest in it will continue 


+ 


‘wntil the Council acts. The Councilmen 
themselves, almost to a man, decline 
to enter into any discussion of the 
subject, but that they do not exactly 
like the action of the board, in placing 
the responsibility for the final determi- 
nation of the matter on their shoulders, 
was openly asserted by more than one 
member. They argue that the Police 
Commission has authority tq do almost 
as it pleases with reference to the 
gaioons; there being no general laws 
which interfere with their freedom of 
action. 

As was to be expected, opposition to 
the suggestions of the Mayor, embodied 
in-the recommendations of the Police 
Commission to the’ Counci!, has devel- 
oped, and while there has been no or- 
ganization of those who are opposed to 
the changes suggested, the opposition 
is none the less powerful. It may be 
divided into four classes, representa- 
tives of each of which appeared at the 
City Hall yesterday, and sought out 
as many of the Counciimen as could be 
found there, for the purpose of regis. 
tering their verbal protests to any 

_guch action as the Police Commiséion 
recommends. The brewery interests op- 
‘pose the proposition, and this was op-

One of the leading brewers of the city 
is Said to have asserted yesterday. that,

plan, even though the adoption of that 
plan would result in’ largely increased 
revenues to the city. fii 

The large grocery dealers who sell 
bottled goods as an..adjunct to their 
business are among the strongest op- 
ponents that the proposed measure 
has. One of the most prominent gro- 
cers of the city called on the Mayor 
yesterday morning to object to his 
Suggestions. He argued that as he did 
no retail buSiness, he should not be 
considered in the same class as a busi- 
ness which dispenses winés and liquors 
by the glass or in smal] quantities. His 
argument was that, as the margin of 
profit on this class of goods was small, 
because of the competition with out- 
‘Side houses, a license of $50 per month 
for that part of the business would 
mean a loss, it being impossible to 
raise the price of his goods to a figure 
Which would. make up for additional 
expense due to the license. This the 
Mayor admittéd was strong argument, 
but with the enormous business which 
some of the grocers do, in such goods, 
he asserted that the payment of $50 
per month would be a small item, and 
it would have the effect of removing 
many of the evils in other places 
which cannot now be reached by po- 
lice regulations. 

That the restaurant-keepers. would 
oppose the measure was known be- 
fore it was made public, for it was a 
Portion of this class that the sugges- 
tions were intended to reach. One of 
the owners of a Spring-street _res- 
taurant said yesterday that the men 
in that business intended to organize, 
and bring all the influence they could 
upon the City Council to prevefht the 
adoption of the Police Commission’s 
recommendations. 

On the other hand, the saloon men, 
as a rule, are in favor of the adoption 
of the Mavor's suggestions. They see 
in them the protection they have so 
long desired against the inroads made 
upon their business by those who sell 
liquor without having to pay a liquor 
license. The Mayor’s plan was not ex- 
actly what they want, but they have 
assured his honer that they will wil’- 
ingly submit to additional license for 
the privilege of keeping their places 
ot ee open all night, or on Sun- 

A number of prominent citizens not 
interested in any way in the liquor 
business have expressed their ap- 
proval of the Mayor's plans, because 
they think the laws could be better 
enforced if they were adopted. Mayor 
Eaton received a number of’ telephone 
messages yesterday from representa- 
tives of various branches of trede, com- 
mending him in the course he has 
taken. 

“The suggestions are broad enough 
to give us just what is desired, regu- 
lations that can be enforced without in- 
justice to any class,” said the Mayor 
yesterday. “Of course, there will he 
opposition—strong opposition. Power- 
ful influences will be brought to: bear 
upon the Council to prevent the adop- 
tion of any of the suggestions, but it 
is now for the Council to say what 
they will do. We will enforce any reg- 
ulation that may be made. We are en- 
forcing the present saloon law, as is 
shown by the arrests that have been 
made, end if the Council does not see 
fit to make a change we will continue 
to enforce it. This is no spasmodic ef- 
fort to have the laws obeyed. The or- 
der of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners to the Chief that he enforce 
the laws stands, and if he does not 
do so we will know the reason why. 
Second consideration of the recommen- 
dations that have been made to. the 
Council hes only made me more firm 
in the opinion that they contain the 
remedy for the evils that have been 
patent to any person who knows what 
has been going on in this city. If the 
Council does not choose to adopt all 
the suggestions, it can approve any 
one of them and still improve the pres- 
ent condition of affairs. I have re- 
ceived encouragement sources 
from, which I little expected it today, 
and I see no reason for modifying the 


recommendations,”’ 


UNDECIDED WHAT TO Do. 


Councilmen in a Quandary Over the 

: Condition of Broadway. 

The condition of Broadway between 
First and Second streets has become a 
source of no little trouble to the mem- 
bers of the City Council, and they «are 
undecided what they will do about the 
matter. The work of laying the new 
tracks of the Los Angeles Railway 
Company on the official grade of the 
street is nearing completion, and un- 
less the Council or the property-owners 
take some action, the tracks will ouc- 
cupy a ditch or canal in places twelve 


way. That, the surface of the street 
will have to be lowered to grade is ad- 
mitted by the members of the Council, 
but whether they must do-the work at 
public expense or leave it for the 
property-owners to petition for and 
have done at their cost is what the 
members cannot decide. There is a 
difference of opinion among them, some 
declining to vote for the expenditure 
of the city’s money for the work, and 
others being in favor of that, action. 
Just who is responsible for the pres- 
ent condition of the stréet no one can 
learn. That such a street should have 
been paved on a surface that’ was so 
much off grade, and that the street 
was not properly graded, is proof that 
some city official years ago was >dere- 
lict in his duty, or else that a serious 
mistake was made. The matter came 
up in the Council several weeks ago, 
when a motion was adopted ordering 
the railway company to place its 
tracks on grade. Later it was discov- 
ered that this would lower the tracks 
below the present surface of the street, 
and the order was never given to the 
company. It was openly stated in the 
Council that it would be betterto let 
the company continue its work, for in 
a year or two the entire street would 
have to be resurfaced, and then the 
company would have to lower its 
tracks. This would mean an expense 
of thousands of dollars to the com- 
pany, which decided to do the work of 
lowering now and not wait.for the 
city to resurface the street!“ The com- 
pany, however, offered to give $500 
toward the work of lowering the sur- 
face of the street, but this offer was 
not then accepted, and the members 
of the Council decided to let the prob- 
lem work itself out. In other words, 
some of the members said if the prop- 
erty-owners could stand such a condi- 
tion of the street they could. On the 
ather hand, the property-owners want 
the street properly improved, but they 
think that inasmuch as they paid for 
the surface now on the street, the city 
should bear the expense of repairing 
it. The matter will come up this 
morning before the Board of Public 
Works. Unless some action is taken 
the completion of the railway com- 
pany'’s work will leave the street in 
such condition that it will be hazard- 
ous for teams to attempt to cross the 
street. Some of the property-owners 
are willing to bear the expense @f doing 
the necessary work, the cost of which

WILL DO THEIR OWN WORK. 


Property-owners to Take a Street 

Improvement Contract. 

The owners of property along Chan- 
ning street, which will bear the assess- 
ments for the proposed improvement of 
that street between Ninth street and 
its southern termination, have taken 
the contract out of the ,yhands of the 
contractor who was the ficcessra bid- 
der: for the. work and wfll improve the 
street themselves, This contract was 


advertised for by the city several weeks | 


ago and the contract was finally 
awarded to C. W. Shafer. The law 
provides that where_ property-owners 
are not satisfied with the award of a 
contract they may, by the consent of 
owners of three-fourths of the prop- 
erty frontage, elect to take the con- 
tract themselves. This the property- 
owners did yesterday with reference 
to this street. e total frontage in- 
volved is 1916 feet, and the petition of 
the property-owners filed in the Street 
Superintendent’s office was signed by 
owners of 1588 feet. The law requires that 
the Street Superinténdent execute the 
contract with the property-owners, and 
this has been done. The work will 
therefore be done without reference ¢o 
Shafer's contract. This is the second 
time that property-owners have taken 
this course here, the other contract be- 
ing that for the improvement of West 
Adams street. 


MAY ORDER A CHANGE. 


Dissatisfaction With Present Meth- 
ods at the City Hospital. 


A special meeting of the Board of! 


Health was held yesterday at noon, in 
the Mayor’s office, for the consideration 
of a number of matters which required 
the attention of that body. As a re- 
sult of that meeting, and what will 
follow it, the present management of 
the city contagious disease hospital 
will probably be the subject. of a mes- 
sage from the Mayor to the City Coun- 
cil. in which a change in manage- 
ment may be proposed. Whether this 
action is taken. or not will depend upon 
what Health Officer Powers reports, as 
a result of an investigation which he 
has been ordered to make. The sub- 
ject came up’ when the bill of Mrs. 
Keyes against the city for services 


rendered at the hospital was consid- | 


ered. It was stated to the board that 
there had been some misunderstanding 
as to the terms under which she was 
employed, and while there was no 
doubt as to the excellence of her work, 
there had been some disputes and 
defiance of authority by various per- 
sons. until it was not known who. is. 


| really in charge of the hospital. The 


board was in favor of paying 
Keyes $4 per day, but she avers that 
there was an understanding that she 
was to receive more. Some of the 
physictans who have been assisting the 
Health Officer, have complained that 
they were not given the authority which 
they thought they should have, and 
one of them had left the hospital be- 
cause of this. 

The members of the board expressed 
the belief that there should be har- 
mony in the management of the hospi- 
tal. if the best service there was to 
be secured. It was therefore ordered 
thet Health Officer Powers prepare a 
report on the management of the place 
and present it to the Mayor. If from 
this report it is found necessary to 
make any changes, the Mayor will in- 
form the Council of the condition of af- 
fairs, and will ask that authority be 
given the Board of Health to take 
entire control of the hospital. The bill 
of Mrs. Keyes was referred to the City 
Council. 

Health Officer Powers presented ‘re- 
ports from the physicians who have 
been in charge of the free vaccina- 
tion stations. This report showed that 
at the City Hall tent moffe than 1700 
persons have been vaccinated. Dr. 
Freeman vaccinated 352 persons: Dr. 
Barr 285. and Dr. Glasser more than 
300.. This makes a total of more than 
2500 who have taken advantage of free 
vaccination to protect themselves from 
infection, and since the reports were 
made, they were only for the time up 
to last Saturday, nearly 300 persons 
have been vaccinated at the City Hall. 
There is no means of knowing how 
many hundreds have been vaccinated 
free at the medical college and at 
the several hospitals throughout the 
city. but the total of free vaccinations 
will not fall far short of 4000. In this 
connection Dr. Davisson informed the 
board that since the disease had first 
its a mee here 100,000 
vaccine points or tubes had been sold 
in this city, and he took this to indi- 
cate that a large percentage of the 
people of the city had protected them- 
selves by vaccination. 

The board decided to allow the 
physicians who had been in charge of 
the vaccination stations $8 per day for 
their services, and bills for their work 
on this basis were sent to the Council 
with. the board's approval. Dr. Fox, 
who has been assisting Health Officer 
Powers. was allowed $350, and Dr. Day, 


who has elso been doing that work, 


was allowed pay at the rate of $8 per 
day. 

The board received from the | City 
Council the communication from the 
West Coast Fertilizer Company with 
reference to the alleged nuisance on 
the San Fernando road. In the letter 


‘the company denies that it is responsi- 


ble for any nuisance. The board took 
the view. however, that the odors from 
the company’s plant constituted a 


nuisance, and the Health Officer was 


directed to notify the company to 
abate the nuisance within sixty’ days. 


With reference to the complaint as 


to the condition of a Chinese laundry 
on San Pedro street, which was made 
the subject of a petition to the Council 
some weeks ago, an inspector of the 
department reported that there was 
nothing about the place that was really 
obiectionable. The petition was there- 
fore placed on file. In regard to the 
junk shop at No. 813 East First street 
about which compleint was made some 
time ago. the Health Officer. reported 
that he had been unable to make a 
thorough investigation. He was di- 
rected to examine the place and report 
its condition to the board. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


Dr. Powers Fnforms the Government 
of Smallpox Conditions Here. 
Health Officer L. M. Powers has for- 
warded to Surgeon-General Wyman, 
who has charge of the United States 
Marine Hospital Bureau, with head- 
quarters at Washington, an official 
statement of the smallpox conditions 
in this city. The Marine Hospital Bu- 
reau is issui weekly bulletins about 
smallpox, composed of reports from all 
parts of the country, and these reports 
have had the effect of preventing the 
spread of the disease in many places. 
Gen. Wyman, in the absence of an 
officer of that bureau here, requested 
that Health Officer Powers send him 
the information, and informed him that 
if it was considered’ necessary this 
city could secure the services of one 
of the United States Health Officers 
during the prevalence of the disease 

here. 

The report of Dr. Powers dges not 
go into details, but gives all tie in- 
formation that could be of use to the 
department. It says that the first case 
which was discovered in the city came 
from New Mexico, and was reported 
November 26, the patient being prompt- 
ly isolated.fi._ The second case was: that 
of the wife of the physician who at- 
tended the first case.

GRAND JURY REPORT. 

The grand jury held but twenty-two 
regular sessions, the greater part of 
the work being done under the direc- 
tion of committeés, whose reports were 
submitted to and approved by the jury 
as a body. No indictments were re- 
turned, all cases of a criminal nature 
being referred to the District Attorney. 
The report in detail was as follows: 

County Recorder—Books and accounts 
satisfactory. 

County Sarveyor—No opinion ex- 
pressed. Total expenses of the office 
for 1898 are stated to have been $13,- 
749.08. 

Sheriff—All accounts found correct, 
save some errors which were rectified. 

Law Library—-Receipts and disburse- 
ments correctly acounted for. 

Cotnty Clerk — Examination -was 
made only up to December 31, 1898. The 
records were corfectly kept and receipts 
for money accounted for. The discon- 
tinuance of half-number marriage li- 
censes is recommended. 

Auditor—Thesexamination of this of- 
fice was for the period from December 
1, 1897, up to and including December 31, 
1898, a period of thirteen months. The 
cost of this office ‘for salaries, etc., for 
1898 was $14,863.12, ‘“The working plan 
of the Auditor’s office is based upon 
an excellent system, very thorough and 
comprehensive, and we find the office 
has been conducted in a businesslike 
manner.” 

Treasurer—The examination of this 
office was from December 1, 1897, (time 
of examination of the last grand jury) 
to December 31, 1898. ‘‘The financial 
business of the county is fully shown 
in the business of the Auditor’s office, 
the accounts and ‘books of the Auditor 
being a check on and a verification of 
the accounts of the Treasurer’s office. 
There is an exact agreement between 
the offices of «the County Auditor and 
County Treasurer.’* 

Assessor—The examination of the ac- 
counts was for the period covered by 
the year 1898. No comment is made on 
the conduct of the office, but as to the 
Assessor's compensation the grand jury 
says: ‘“‘We find that his salary is fixed 
at $3600 per annum. We find that, in 
addition to his salary, by the County 
Government Act of 1807, he. is allowed 
15 per cent. of all poll tax collected. 

“Estimating the poll tax for 1899 to 
equal those of last year, $40,830, would 
give to the incumbent over $6000ascom- 
missions. At this rate for four years 
the Assessor’s compensation, including 
his salary, would be Nearly $40,000. This 
we do not believe is just and fair for 
the taxpayers. We are pleased to learn 
that there is a fair prospect that this 
matter will be rectified by the Legisla- 
ture now in session.” 

Tax Collector—The report covers the 
collection year of taxes of 1897-98. In 
sOme cases there was collected more 
than the proper amounts; in others, in 
the rush of business as the date of de- 
linquency draws. near, payment was 
made twice of the same tax.

AN ADVERSE REPORT. | 

The report on the Coroner’s office 
covers the period from November i, 
1897, to January 2, 1899. ring this 
time there.were recorded 268. cases. In 
nine ofthese. cases:.a justice of the 
peace acted as coroner, In a number 
of these .cases, and in some cases held 
by the Coroner, the jury found no 


as- 
sistance was called in 77 autopsies at 
$15 each, and 76 inspections at $5 each; 
in 4 of these cases 2 physicians were 
called for such service. This calling 
of aid in so large a number of cases 
seems to us questionable as to its. ne- 
cessity, where the office is competent. 
“The Coroner is allowed for each 
corpse interred $9 in..the city, and ‘$12 
in the country, yet we find in a num- 
ber of cases property was turned over 
to undertakers for burying the dead; 
in one case $85 was so turned over. We 
question the legality of such disposi- 
tion of property. 
“In some cases we find it stated that 
roperty was turned over to the County 
asurer, but no receipts are placed 
on the record book. In other cases it 
was either stated that property was 
not fotind or the receipt was signed 
by the supposed: legal representative, 
and was placed in the record book. In 
some cases the receipt did not specify 
thé relationship of the sigtrer of the re- 


ipt. 
“We find that out of 250 cases the 
; ‘Was not fited with the 

County Clerk until after Jan. 1, 1899, 
and not until Feb. 8, 1899, was the final 
filing. From these. statements’ the 
court can form an opinion of the man- 
ner in which this office -has been con- 
ducted. | 

“The cost of the sérvice rendered in 
connection with the office for the four- 
teen months has been as follows: : 
Salary of Coroner, $250 month..$3,500.00 
Stenographer, $150 per month . 2,100. 
Postage and stationery ........ 100.30 
Other expenses 
Inquests and autopsies ........ 1,504.25 


“In view of the fact that the law re- 
quires an inquest only: in cases where 
there is a suspicion of foul play, the 
Coroner’s record would seem to show a 
fearful state of morals in Los Angeles 
county, or that there has been much 
unnecessary expense incurred by au- 
topsies and examinations. , 

“We cannot commend the manner in 
which this office has en conducted. 
To us laymen it looks as though there 
has been much needless expense in- 
curred. There has also been slackness 
in keeping the records of the office.” 

A DISASTROUS METHOD. 

Public Administrator—There were 185 
cases examined,.and ‘in these the Ad- 
ministrator has settled and received his 
final discharge in 95 cases, leaving 90 
estates pending. The books were cor- 
rectly kept. 

Ex-Public Administrator D. W. 
Field—At the time of the last grand 
jury report there were 23 unsettled 
cases, and 20 cases are still unsettled. 
Many of these are virtually closed, 
final discharge being delayed by tech- 
nicalities. ‘“‘Under the law the admin- 
istration of.the estate of a deceased 
person owning property in California 
must be granted. to a bona fide resi-: 
dent. If none of the next of kin aré 
bona fide residents of the State, then 
only the surviving husband or wife 
may nominate a resident administra- 
tor. The effect of this restriction is. dis- 
astrous. Neither father nor mother, son 
nor daughter, nor brother nor sister, if 
non-resident, has any voice in the ap- 
pointment of administrator, but the 
estate passes beyond control into the 
hands of the Public Admiinistrator, to 
be disposed of as may seem best to him 
within legal limits. The friends of the 
heirs are excluded from adrhinistration, 
and from the choice of attorneys, and 
the ‘costs of administration must be 
vaid to entire strangérs, not interested 
in the best management of the estate, 
up to legal limits. 

“The first injustice is to non-resi- 
dent relatives. Small estates are prac- 
tically confiscated by legal expenses, 
and large estates are liable to long de- 
lays in settlement, with corresponding 
expenses. The second injustice is to the 
State. The law deters careful outside 
nivestors from buying property in this 
State. in whose final disposition their 
heirs would have no direct voice: The 
third injustice is to the bar at large. 
All business is thrown to one firm of 
attorneys, for their prviate benefit, -to 
the exclusion of all other attorneys, 
no matter how much they may be in- 
terested in the.estate of friends or in 
saving expense to friends. 

‘“‘We recommend a change in the law, 
by which not only husband or wife, 
but also father or mother, ‘brother or 
sister. or son or daughter, may nomi- 
nate an administrator to take right of 
precedence over the Public Adminis- 
trator. As the Public Administrator is 
a salaried officer, would it: not be for 
the public interest to have the lege] 
business of the office conducted by a 
salaried deputy, connected with the 
District Attorney’s office, and all fees 
turned into the county treasury?” 

THE JUSTICES’ OVERCHARGES. 

In the report of the grand jury last 
year attention was called to various 
delinquencies and irregularities in jus- 
' tices’ accounts, consisting of a large 
number of overcharges made by them 
against the county for fees, and also 
failure on their part to pay into the 
treasury fines and costs which they 
had collected. The present grand jury 
complains of the same state of affairs 
existing during the past year, as ap- 
pears from the _ detailed statement 
showing overcharges and moneys with- 
held by them amounting to the sum of 


“We recommend that the experts’ 
detailed statement be turned over to 
the District Attorney, with instructions 
to. collect such amounts as have not 
been paid into the county treasury.” 

Board of Supervisors+-The grand jury 
indulged in no criticisms. 

Horticultural. Commissioners — The 
total cost of this office for fourteen 
months was $10,230.39. This includes 
salaries for three commissioners at a 


at $2.50 per day. The grand jury gives 
it as its-opinion that the office could be 
more economically administered by dis- 
pensing with the services of at least a 
number of the inspectors, without im- 
pairing its usefulness. 

County Hospital—The new Nurses’ 
Home and ¢he new insane ward are 
commended, but the hospital buildings 
proper are pronounced illy adapted for 
the purpose. It is suggested ¢o the 
Board of Supervisors that certain re- 
pairs be made and the ground attended 
to. It is also suggested that a buildin 
be prepared at the farm ‘to receive all 
confirmed consumptive cases. The 
management is complimented, but an 
improved system of. book-keeping is 
recommended. , 

‘County Farm—The system of book- 
keeping is objected to as being faulty. 
“It is .our opinion,”’ says the grand 
jury, “that there are some undeserving 
persons kept at the farm. Undeserving 
because they should be supported by 
other ‘counties.. There should be care- 
ful discrimination is ‘the assignment of

THE COUNTY JAILS. 


The City Jail is reported as in good 
condition, hut it is recommended: 

First—That there seems a necessity 
for a new tank on the main floor, and 
its construction is recommended. 

Sécond—There should be a complete 
separation between boys of greater or 
lesser depravity, and this new tank will 
give facilities for it. | 

Third: There should be a separate 
place for prisoners brought in in a 
filthy condition, or overcome with 
liquor. It is recommended that part of 
the basement be fixed up for such pur- 
pose immediately. Another part of the 
basement could be set apart to ad- 
vantage for a public morgue. The 
population of the city and county’ is 
now so large that the grand jury urge 
that a public morgue is an absolute 
necessity. In general the management 
of the City Jail is commended. 

The County Jail is reported in good 
order save for some of the plumbing 
and the water supply. A bridge to con- 
nect with the Courthouse is recommended 
to obviate the necessity of taking pris- 
oners out of doors from one building to 
the other. Allusion is made to the 
boarding ofgprisoners as folows: 

“The contrast between the cost of- 


in the county is very marked. The 
city fornished 74,210 meals.at a total 
cost of $2798. The county furnished 
55,827 meals at a total cost of $6980. In 
other words, the county paid in round 
numbers $4000 more than the city, but 
furnished less in number by 20,000 than 
the city. And yet we find that the qual- 
ity of the meals was as good in the one 
case as in the other. The city paid its 
own bills at a cost of about 3% cents 
per meal. The Sheriff is allowed 12% 
cents per meal. There is no good reason 
for this difference. If the city plan 
were adopted by the county the 55,827 
meals which it furnished would have 
cost $2104.68 instead of $6980.03, a sav- 
ing of $4875.35.,Some allowance must 
be made from this for coal consumed or 
wasted in a poor range furnished by 
‘the county. But with all fair allow- 
ances an overpayment is made by the 
county equivalent to 4 per cent on $100,- 
000, which might build an equip a new 
building.”

A credit contra to the whole ap- 
propriation of $343,697.76 asked for is 
given as follows: Whittier school fund,

$56,782. 

“On comparing the State Con- 
troller’s with that of the Whittier re- 
port, as regards the school fund, we 
find a discrepancy of about $11,000, the 
State report showing in the Whittier 
school fund but $79,00.

the colony is State ownership of land 
and perpetual tenancy of the occupier, 
who has the right to mortgage, sell or 
will away his estate. This admits of 
variations in method and has led to the 
partial solution, at least, of several 
hard problems. It enables one to put 
all his capital into the improvement 
‘of the land instead of spending it all at 


poor man, who could not otherwise do 
so, to havea home and land. It has led 
to the establishment of the so-called 
village settlements, improved farm set- 
tlements and village homestead settle- 
ments to provide homes and something 
¢o. do for the unemployed and for im- 
migrants who are unable to find em- 
ployment on their first arrival. These 
various settlements differ in some par- 
ticulars, but the main principle is the 
same in all, i.e., to settle on tracts of 
land of’ perhaps fifty to one hundred 
acres those in need of help and to 
advance, where necessary, certain sums 
of money to enable them to. begin and 
improve the land and to build small 
homes. Some of these settlements are 
temporary—established to provide for 
the needs of immigrants, for example, 
until they are able to find suitable and 
permanent employment elsewhere. 

The 
payment of a regular but reasonable 
interest compensates for these ad- 
vantages. Other land laws—too many 
even to mention here—have. been 
framed with the intention of accom- 
plishing the same end, hamely, that of 
benefiting the. greatest number, es- 
pecially those of small means.

“The aim of the government in all 
these laws is to protect and aid the 
workman, to prevent him from meet- 
ing with unnecessary accidents, to save 
him from disease by proper sanitary 
measures and to make his life more 
worth living. The principle of -co- 
operation is used at present in public 
works, i.e., the work is given out to 
small gangs of men, who each receive 
an equal proportion of the mone 
earned. The profits whieh naturally be- 
long to a contractor are here. divided 
among the laborers, as a contractor is 
unnecessary. ‘The system has met with 
excellent success and has materially 
helped to solve the question of unem- 
ployed. 

“One institution of ‘utmost import- 
ance is the Labor Bureau established 
by’the government, which provides the 
unemployed, on application, with suit- 
able employments. What miseries 
would not this prevent in our own 
country? 

“The government of New Zealand 
controls the railroads, all charitable in- 
stitutions, the building of roads and 
bridges and the telephone and tele-}f 
graph, of which the last two bring to 
it a very fair revenue. In addition 
there is a government insurance de- 
pestmene and a governfnent. savings 

nk, both of which yield profits. 

“These are but a few of the most 
prominent and striking of New Zea- 


land’s institutions and laws. They are 


not perfect, but are they not far in ad- 
vance of the similar laws of our own 
and of other countries? They are 
socialistic in their. tendency, but J. D. 
Connolly, Consul to New Zealand, says: 
‘Notwithstanding the decidedly paternal 
and, in many res 
dency, of legislation in New Zealand, 
somé of which is naturally repugnant 
‘to chose who, like myself, have not been 
accustomed to “State socialism,” yet 
the fact remains: that it all appears to 
/ blend harmoniously with the sentiments 
and requirements of the people. This 
is the best evidence that can be ad- 
duced upon a closer acquaintance with 
its practical working in New Zealand 
that it is not the “bogy” it is gener- 
ally believed to be.’ 

‘The laws of our own country, 
though vastly ‘superior to those of 

many. well-known lands, still tolerate 
a great deal of injustice. It will be a 
hard fight to overthrow it; but it must 
be overthrown. Not ecause we take 
pleasure in picking flaws in the gov- 
ernment ef-our country, but because we 
hear th® cry of those who suffer and 
because the ages call for progress. New 
Zealand has found a better way than 
we. Shall we not follow in her foot-

“Pineapples have been a good paying crop 
until within the past few years, but now the 
people claim that they do not pay, partly be- 
cause of losses in transportation, and partly

Work on the Rock Barges—Proposed 
City Extension, 

SAN PEDRO, March 2. — [Regular Cofre- 
spondence.] The work at Terminal Island on. 
one of the barges that aro to be used in 
transporting the breakwater rock is being 
pressed as rapidly as it can practically be 
done, and the work on the other one that has 
‘been commenced is being done at odd times, 
}as there. are men who cannot be profitably 
employed on the barge which is further ad- 
vanced. The pay roll of the men employed on 
the barge-building operations is estimafed as 
at present to amount to $2000 per month. When 
the lumber sufficient for more barges has ar- 
rived it is probable that it will greatly exceed 
that sum. Those figures do not incjude the 
pay of the men employed on the rock work, 
the men on the tug Hercules and others. The 
blacksmith shop which has been established 
by the ship yard is not a pretentious insti- 
tution, but it is turning out large quantities 
of iron work, especially made for use on the 
barges and elsewhere. The forge is adapted 
for the big fittings. One of the busiest men 
about where the barges are building is Fore- 
man Hansen, who is in charge of that work. 
He has an_ extended experience at ship car- 
pentering. Nearly all his time is occupied in 
making the necessary measurements of the 
big timbers and in seeing that they are cut 
and dressed properly, so as to make the re- 
quired fittings. The location from which. ,the 
breakwater rock will come Has not yet been 
announced.

Fishing Tournament Given by the 
Tuna Club. 

AVALON, March 2.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.| The Executive Committee of the 
Tuna Club held meeting yesterday. 
Messrs. F, V. Rider of Pasadena, T. 8S. n- 
ning of Sierra Madre, C. F. Holden of Pasa- 
dena, and E. L. Doran of Avalon being pres- 
ent. The objects of the Tuna Club are the 
protection of the game fishes of Southern 
California-and the encouragement of rod and 
reel fishing. The chub has now a member- 
ship of nearly 200, including among its 
active members some of the most skilled 
rodsmen in the West, while in its honorary 
membership list are some of the most dis- 
tinguished anglers in the country, among 
whom are Grover Cleveland, Theodore Roose- 
velt, Benjamin Harrison, Senator Mat Quay, 
and Gen. Longstreet. Letters were read 
from all these gentlemen, assuring the club 
= — hearty interest in the objects of the 
club. 

It was shown that through the influence 
of the club and its members, in the-intro- 
duction of rod _ fishing, a great step 
toward protecting the fish had been made. 
| The president said in his report: 

‘It affords me much pleasure to report that 
as a result of.the efforts and example of the 
Tuna Club and its members, unsportsman- 
like methods have,'to a large extent, been | 
eliminated from these waters. When a few 
years ago one fisherman would, by trolling 
with two or three hand lines, bring in forty 
or fifty yellowtail, sea bass, etc., magnificent 
fish, ranging from fifteen up to fifty pounds, 
which were often towed out into the bay 
and thrown.away, the same person wil! now, 
by using ‘a light rod, be satisfied with six 
or eight, and as each fish taken with the 
rod plays for twenty minutes or more, the 
sport is greatly increased. . The professional 
boatmen have heartily codéperated in this 
work, and now use the lightest tuna, yellow- 

tail amd rock bass rods, feels, lines, etc., 
and the reckless, wanton waste of game fish 

is rapidly becoming a thing of the past, 
change so marked that the members of the 
Tuna Club deserve the warmest congratula- 
, tions from lovers of true sport and humani- 
tarians the world over.”

Fish Commissioner. For several years the 


‘| club has been trying to receive the protection 


of the law for gulls and pelicans. This is 
now accomplished, and is a source of con- 
gratulation to every fisherman on the coast.

Meat In- 
spector Hughes, who for some time has 
been acting in the capacity of sanitary 
Visited Chinatown, and 


as stated in The Times. In each’ of 
the places mentioned he posted notices 
ordering the places cleaned up. 

As is well known, the Chinese lack 
appreciation of even ordinary sanitary 
requirements. and make only a pre- 
tense of respecting the letter of the 
law when forced to do so through fear 
of punishment. The spirit of the law 
is held in utter contempt by them. 

On Wednesday a Times reporter made 
another trip through Chinatown and 
inspected the places. mentioned in the 
previous article, as well as many 
others not heretofore mentioned. In 
most’ instances where the Chinese had 
been ordered to clean up, the condi- 
tions were found to be improved, but 
at some of the new pleces: visited a 
most shocking condition was found to 
exist under kitchen floors in the vicin- 
itv of sinks and closets. 

One of the places previously men- 
tioned, however, is in no better condi- 
tion now than it was’ three weeks 
ago. It is a veritable stench hole. It 
is in the rear of cigar factory No. 
123. first district of California, con- 
ducted by Gee, Wo Kee, at No. 344 
Marchessault street. The place contains 
no back vard, and connecting with one 
of the rear rooms is a small square 
place, containing a floor but no roof, 
which is utilized as a closet and gen- 
eral dumping spot for slops of all 
kinds. which run under the floors and 
there remain. The only change noted 
by the reporter since his. previous visit 
was a few new boards which had been 


nailed to the floor to“hide the’ evi- 
dences of the filth underneath. When 
one of these was removed, and the 


handle of a broom inserted in the aper- 
ture. it went down for a distance of 
three feet in filthy liquid and slime. 

Another particularly bad place is un- 
der the kitchen floor of Dy Sang Tong’s 
place. No. 323 Marchessault street. Here 
there are @ woman and five children, 
and they ut ize the kitchen as a work 
room during the day, as well as for 
preparing their meals. The ground un- 
der the floor around the sink is a mass 
of filth. as can be seen through the 
knot holes and cracks in the floor. 

Adjoining this place is the ixitchen 
used by Sing Kee, a barber, whose 
place of business fronts on Apablasa | 
street. No. 326. The ground under the | 
sink, by the stove, is literally alive 
with filth. -In addition, the: entrance | 
way to this noisome kitchen is damp |. 
closets 
overhead. which belong to No. 321% 
Marchessault street. 

A most disgusting condition exists in 
eonnection with the closet in the rear 
of Quong Sang Chung’s place, No. 321
